Far if ic be granced chat we make ſeveral 
ounces of blood daily,8 diſmiſs as much through 
the Pores of the Skin;likewiſe chac the 'Viood 15 
ſ{ubjeAto mutation,by adhering to what ſuccours 
are fene from-the Scomach,as truly ic is;and that 
through l; ug and debility unpuricy encers 


the blood; is irqot agreeable and conſentaneous 
to Reaſon,that aiter a thorow and perfect ftren- 
gthening ir, and removing the occational cauſe, 
the ſame Crimſon. juice ſhou[d grow healthy a- 
gain,whulſt all digeſions are gradually cicanied? 
Yes *©>s, But this.can no waies be: betrer, and 
fafelier done than by Spiricuous, Valiant, -and 
Innocent Healers, {ſeconded by a regular Dier. 
By ſuch Healers L fay as art alliſftant co Nature, ' 
and may help her co expel che Diſcahe leaven,

and infinuate into the priyace recefles of Life ; 
ſuch as may ſabvert all Forreign, Hoſtile fermencs 
without craving che aſſiſtance of the Lancer. 

_ For nocwithſtanding che Tauars and Nega- 
tions of careleſs Men, fach Medicines are to be 
found ; bucl can affure them noc by ſleeping, 
-nor only reading of Books ; which may be the 
cauſe ſome meer Notsomfts ſay thus of themſelves, * 
and diſcover their own Sloth by their Scoffs, 

For all che boaſtings and Vain talks of theſe 
Chymiſtc (ſay they )we can find no Remedies thar 
can Diſfipace a Fever certainly, and cure Scorbu- 
wick without having recourſe to Phlebo. 
tomyz mach leſs in a Pleuriſy to deliver a Per- 
fon from the Jaws of Death that is almoſt ſuffo.. 
cated wich blood. For ſurely had there been 
any ſuch Medicines, we ſhould have known them 
who have cumbled over ſo many Volumes. 

Bar they ſhould confider, thac akhough to be 
well-read is a thing needfyl, and fo requifice | 
that he which is noc deſerves che Name of a 
Phyſician; yet chat he,who on che contrary 1s ſo 
incumbenc on his Books, as to neglect thar moſt 
Material part of Pharmacy,the making &umpro. 
ving of Medicines by Pyrotechny, may doubrlets 
paſs for a good Scholar unleſs he be egregiouſly 
Dull, bur will ſcarce work Wonders in Phylick. 
Becauſe good, verruous and lively Medicines 
muſt cure che. Sick, for all wotds:: and ſuch are 
not obtain'd wit hour practice in making, S

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Remedies as might credit a 
the Diſeaſes of their Age: * 
them had notzhe ſcarcely ever . F 
excellent Medicines as he did, wherewith ro out-

And for a Phyſician to affirm, or think, chat 
no man is a Poſſeſſor of ſuch lively innocent Re- 
medies,as may ſafely,and. certainly cure Diſeaſes 
without Phlebotomy becauſe through either his 
NegleR,” want of a Phyſical gemns , or a faith- 
ful Twtor, to communicate the reſulc of twenty 
or thirty years experience in Pyrotechny, he never 
was owner of ſuch : or becauſe he hath unſuc- 
cesfully -tried., ; ſome weak if not wiſchievens 
Chymical Remedies , ſuch as Apotbecaries fre- 
quently buy of zucxr:ous and m Opera- 
tors, to wit,  Spurious Mercurial, and ull-made 
Antimonial ones, that will purge and vomir 
unreaſonably, or have the Mercury unſlain : 
That are rather diſturbers than aiders of Nature, 
and that were at their firſt encrance baniſhe che 
Laboratories, and Repofirories of the Ingeniousz 
who will harbour no Medicine that may not 
be ſafely raken by che healchy. I ſay, for ſuch 
a one to undervalue,and deſame thoſe innocent, 
and vertuousChymical remedies he never knew, 
nor experienced and co affirm or think no Man a 
Poſlefſor of. ſuch, becauſe he himſelf is nor, is a 
thing both ridiculous, and idle, For he ſhould 
' call tomind the old Adage vix gewwe 5x trivioz 

that things excellent are. not found in coeypon 

0 a Roads ; 
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Roads: And that the Poet tells us and that noc 
untruly,Gods ſells Arts to ſweats ; therefore nor 
to readings only, though to be well-ſtudicd be-

This with many other ſach like abſurdities I 
ſhould ſcarcely have DeteRed, had I not pre- 
fer'd peace of mind, and the welfare of my 
Neighbour before my caſe and leiſure, Nexher 
ſhould I have thus atcempted a publick diſcovery 
of ſome Injuries inPhyfick,caus'd rhrough the Ig- 
norance and conceitedneſs of ſome, and the care- 
leſneſs and diſhoneſty of others, For when I 
obſerv'd ſome through a Vulgar abuſe to make a 
prey of the People, and under the notion of 
preventing future Diſcaſes,like Lice fatten chem- 
_ with Mens ER _ leaſtwiſe grow 
rich by their miſeries; and by the poyloning the 
good juices of the Body: and faxe ocliornardth 
Diſcaſes themſelves are in a manner poylonous, 
give poyſons and venoms, co the Sick to cureDi(- 
eaſes, take Bee/z.ebub.to caſt Brelz.cbub our, and 
thereby hurt, ard leave them worſe than they 
found them, and exaſperate the Diſeaſe if nor 
kill chem : beheld others alſo, whilſt Nature is 
loaded and clog'd, give Medicines more clog- 
ing by far, and deftruRtive to the Stomachs fer- 
ment, Ifay, when I bcheld theſe rhings it 
made me to wonder not a little, Eſpecially when 
] ſaw ſuch Poyſou-mongers were commonly they

they ſomerimes drive a ſebti/ Trade wich ſuch 
Mercurial and eAntimomal Medicines, that 
either Purge, or Vomit, and have the Mer- 
cur nor ain; cill by the Deach of ſeveral and 
loſs of their own credits, they are ſomewhat 
ſRartled. Bur they do not incend to leave them 
ſo. For Noble Mer:rury and dear Antimony 1s 
cheir Al-in af; take them away and you half 
undo them, Well, le: them keep them for all 
me ; tor I had racher they ſhould run hazards 
with thei Patients, thau I, Audnow to ſpeak 
concerning Ant1mony, and Medicines made of 
it.

5 laying the fault upon the waligmity of 
the Diſcaſe, ( though had one in health caken 
it *rwould almoſt, if not alcogerher have kill'd 
him) and telling you the Patients time was 
come;alſo chat he preſcrib*d ſecundum Artems ;

Bac I believe, if any amongſt you ſhould be

As co.diminithing it T have nothing co fay,on-» 
ly as to. making Gain the chief aitn that Helmont 
wrote againſt; as alfo" againſt cheir negleR of 
the Poor, aid did well in fo doing : For Phy- 
fick doubtleſs hat its rife in Charity, thoogh 
fince (asfall chings are) *s corrtpred, He tells 
ou in, the words ot the Wiſe-wan, Thar a 
PhyGician ſhall "receive a Gitt of a King, not 
of a Poar-man : thereby implying that we are 
not to neglc the Poor though chey are not 
able eo bring Angels tor Crowps in their hands 
ſor ſcribling a few words to an Apothecary;nay 
chough they are not able ſomerimes co bring 
half ſo much in their hands to pay for a Medi- 
cines 
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cine; For the Almighty who is the.Ged of che 
Poor, has {omerimes a ; Papi in his Sores, 
Nor is it unfitin the mean. that thoſe whol 
cat ſhould pay, and_rewarda Phyhcian wel 
for his Labour and Studies, a3 a Phyfician oughc 
to be: which Helmont in the words of che wiſe. 
man fignifies. Beſides ſome Phyficians, who are 
owners of but indifferent res, would be 


- ruin'd indoing otherwile, and thereby by difi- 


nabling themſelves to relieve, injure the di- 
frefſed Poor. Bur then be ſure ler Equity and 
a good Conſcience be made uſe of, and when, 
they are under your hands do nor; as'tis co be 
doubted rog many do, play ſuch unhandſome 
Parts with them,as to protract cures out of Jove 
to Angels; Golden ones I mean : Nor our of 
Deceit, whilſt your own Conſciences tell you 
the only preventive Phyfick is ſober, modera- 
ce, and orderly living, without Riocing and 
Drunkenneſs, go to perſwade people to take 
your Preventive Parges. when they are already 
11 good plight, though many of you yourſelves 
will not touch one of them in thacr caſe , 
knowing, a Cup of Sack or Ale drunk mode- 
rately is better, Neither deal unreaſonably, as 
to0 many frequently have done 1n cure of Sick 
perſons of mean Eſtate, running them to ſuch 
needleſs and great expences as to make them 
Beggars for ever atter z orat leaſt thereby lo to 
impoyerifh them that ſeveral years ſcarce make 
| L 3 good 
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good the... Loſs, if the very Concert of being. ſo 
extreamly Poor make them not as Sick as the 
Diſeaſe it ſelf made chem. #4 

The Truth of it is too too apparent, and yet 
many times, at leaſt when the Diſeaſe is cu» 
rable, they go uncured through deficiency in 
Medicine, Nor do ſume Phyficians mind that ; 
for ſo long as there is Money, the Sick ſhall 
have their Company, with Towr Humble Ser- 
vant Madam to boot, And although their own 

Conſciences tell rhem, that cheir Esfeleſs Me 
dicines will noc Profic; yer they will tell you, 
Their life far your you will recover, wilh they 
had a feaſe of your life or ſomerhing to chat 
eftc& : and ſpeak aawice more confidently than 
one that has better remedies, and makes a Con- 
ſcience of what he does and ſays. Thus a rich 
Phyſician, bur as ignorant as his Neighbours, 
was wonted co ſerve his Patients, (as ſeveral per- 
{ous concern'd and that too well knew it, told 
me;) and as long as they gave him his Fee, to 
rel] chem that the Sick Party was like co Reco- 
' ver, And for all he apparently ſaw they 
were worſe daily, and that his Remedies were 
at beſt but In/gnificancies, allo that there was 
no hopes of recovery by his Cooling Method: 
Yer would he noc fell chem ſo, left I believe 
another Phyſician ſhould be ſent for, to effect 
the Cure to his diſhonour. And which was 
remarkable, many times when the OP

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has thus promiPd life the Party has died in 2n 
hour or ewo after, and was ſometimes firugling' 
with Death when the Door predicted m_ 
One Gencleman told me himſelf, char this 
Deftor vititing his Wife every day would give 
him comforting words, though he and the 
Nurſe * apparently plainly ſaw that ſhe 
declhn'd, and che Doctor might roo doubt- 
leſs have ſeen it had he not been made blind 
by Plarus ; And that the laſt day the Doctor 
nhted his Wife (who was then dying,) be 
gave him grear hopes of her recovery, but was 
ſcarce gore a Bow-thot from the houſe before 
ſhe was Dead, On the other hand, ' when the 
lame Phyſician has been called ro others tha 
have nor ſed him as he expeRted, then would 
he denounce Death to them : perhaps on pur- 
pole co get clear of ſuch Moneyleſs Patients. 

On a cime a Poor Waſher-woman (25 'cwas 
told ro my Intimate by her ſelf) being very ill, 
and having as I remember but rhree Halt- 
Crowns in the Wortd, was oyer-perſwaded to 
imploy this Doftor, ſhe did , but did ill in it: 
for ſhe ſhould have ſent to ſome Phyſiciaa 
who. prepared his own* Medicines, and then 


{| her advice would have coft her nothing. Or 


ſhe might have gone or ſent to ſome Apothecary 
that was judicious and ſober, and he would 
have-done ber doubcleſs lels harm than charDo- 
for did.

loſs of her Money( poor-creature) for Fees was 
enough to have made her fo. 

Bur to the marter, '' The DoRor viſited her

Phyficians are {o unwiſe as to run up and down 
ro Mean-peoples houſes without ſending for, 
the People ſhould beſo wiſe as to thank them 
for ic, but givechemno Money for coming, 
Now whether or noche woman was ſentenced 
to dye by the Defoy I cannot tell, bur ] remem- 
ber I heard ſhe recover'd by better Medianes, 
But what an unchrittian crick was this to rob 
the Spectle-bowſe ! and how contrary to what 
the good Samaricane did |! Surely if fuch Phy. 
ficians ſhould have no more mercy ſhewn them 
from the Father of Lights than they ſhew to 
their fellow- creatures, they would ſoon deſcend 
che Infernal Lake, = EN 


However 
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However I perſwade myſelt there axe no 
2 few Learned Phyficians that art zender- 
hearced, induſtrious, Conſcientious, and Mer- 
cifal z and many more thac would do berrer 
did chey know berrer: But ſuch ſhould be 
diligent, and inquifitive, (for as the Poet cells 
ns, God ſells Arts to ſweats) and not contenc 
themſelves with barely cumbling over a few 
volumes, and fach that, were the very Authors 
themſelves living, they-would noc know whac 
to ſay to the ſtubborn Diſcales of this Age. 
Bur though. there are many ſuch honeſt Phy- 
ficians, yet there are many more 'cis I 
ſeared otherwiſe z which thing is very lamen- 
table. For though Botghery aud Decere in any 
Art is unpleafing, yet in Phyſick *tis moſt dan- 
gerous, and prejudicial : whilſt men by chem 
ſometimes loſe cheir lives, and oftencimes 
the.r healths. 

Thereſore for an example to ſuch as are not 
as they, oughr to be, I will by and by declare 
whar I ſaw, and was an Eye-witneſs to, after 
that I have decreed one abuſe more, that too 
frequently is put on the Gentry : . To do 
which take this following example, 

A Wealchy Knight and Baronet not many 
years fince tell fck : Art firſt he was but ſlight- 
ly affeRed, but under welnigh halt a dozen 
Phyficians which did cheir endeavour off and 
on, inſtead of being betrer hedeclin'd ; Oo - 
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laſt icterminated in aPgre/ytick Gonr,or theGoar 
& Palſy together becauſe "8: diſeaſe lying much 


in the Genus Nervoſuws contemned their fee- _ 


ble ſuccours, or was rather ſtrengthened by 
them. But before it came to this -paſs, and 
(though he was weak.) had as yer the uſe of 
his Legs and Arnts, he was viſited by his Bro- 
ther an Eſquire that intfeated him to make uſe 
of his Chymical Doctor : adding chart he cured. 
him fafely, and ſoundly, when the ableſt Ge- 
lenifts thereabours could do no good, and had 
fince cured his Wife of a Para/ztich Lethargy, 
when ewo or three. Phyficians had after three 
daies endeavour left her iaſenfible, and ſleeping 
as they found her. At length che Elquire pre. 
vail'd fo much that his Dofor was ſent for, and 
retain*'d, nor doubting bur to recover him 
with lively and good Remedies: Therefore he 
ſent ſuch. But before he (to wit the lick-man) 
had taken one ſpoonful of any of them, the Ga- 
lenifls with their Agents (of which they have 
too many) ſubtilly Workt him our, under. the 
Notion' of wiſhing the fick-man well : Buzzing 
into his head, char the Chymical DoCor gave 
bot Medicines that were Dangerous. 

And why dangerons ? Becauſe the Medicines 
being vital and penttrative (which are propertres 
in a medicine, that myſt ſuit in with, and afſift 
the Life) if the Sick-man ſhould have taken them 
he might doubtleſs have recovered ; and 1s not 

that 
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lat dangerous ? Now when they taks their Coo- 
Medicines, which carry Deaths property , 

Death is cold enongh, there 15 little danger 
v fear (unleſs Nature be fiubborn, and vig#ons) 

that they'l die according to Art, 

But ro go» on. One of the firſt DoQors , 
ugh before he could do no:good, after hehad 
yorkt out che Chymicel Dottor, that he might 
wot be re-admitted 8 to keep the Sick-man 
n play, cold him he had found our ſomething 
hat would doubtleſs Cure him ſafely ina 
Wonth or Six weeks, The words Care hin 
lefely were mighty pleaſing : and fo they went 
on, Bur after this he daily declin'd, whilſt 
they fed him up with Fances, and cold him 
'Twas all for the better. But in ſhort, he that 
before had the uſe of his Limbs in the ſpace of 
fix weeks could neither move Legs nor Arms , 
and was three times worſe than before: So 
that the Promiſ'd Cure no where appear d. 

When the Sick Knight and Baronet com- 
plained of this, che Aporbecery would cell him 
that'they aim'd ar preſerving his Lefe within, 
and were loath co ſet upon the Diſeaſe in hu 
Limbs, leſt they ſhould drive it in upon his 
life, and ſo kill him, as if there had been no 
other way to cure him but by driving the Dil- 
eale upog his Life, Reader canſt forbear ſmi- 
ling at, or rather puttying « Sick: man under 
ſud unfaithful belpers ? However this quieted 
him 
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him for the preſent. But daily growing worſe k;; 
and worſe, he ſtil] complain'd how that now L,; 
he gs in great painin this joynt, and part of 
his Body. The Doftor cold him *twas all for 
the better. At another time relling him he was 
mich diſturb*d in another part, and in almoſt 
half his body : The Doftor would ſtill reply 
"tis all for the Better. And thus be grew better hy 
and better, till be was almoſt Dead, Where.. &, 
upon when this languiſhing Petſon, after many hi 
months trial of this Defor, was nothing men- þ 
ded : but was worſer by many Degrees ac laſt, 
than he was when he took him in hand the 
ſecond time , notwithſtanding 'twas all for the 
bettty - Yethe imploys another Galenjch Phy- 
ia» and in about fix weeks afrer fairly dies 
Secunium Artew. But whether or no that 
was all for the better, T'le leave you to decer- 
mine. 4 
Thus are the Gentry liable ro be impoſ'd 
upon for their money, as well as the Poor 
flighred for want on't. Neither have Nobles 
cthemſclv's becauſe they arcRich been.freedfrom 
Caſualties, Nor will hey ever be freezas long as 
Poyſons muſt paſs for Medicines, and fo long as 
Nature muſt be weakned inſtead of helpt, and 
ſo long asWords are more ſtudied than Things, 
Wineſs the ſudden. and untimely Yeath of 
Marqueſs Charles Sprnells ſyme years fince

that Cuſtome is the cauſe © thereof, and that 
as Cuſtomary doth the body require it, no other- 
wiſe than it doth the uſe of T obarco when many 
Years converſe therewith. had made it familiar, 
And if roo frequent ſmoking hath made Tobacco 
ſo neceſſary "that ſome perſons can better be 
 withour their fcod than withour ir, muſt that 
. forthwith prove it convenient for all perſons ro 
rake ut? Experience tells us the contrary whilſt 
- not a few are hurt by the uſe of it, and with 
they never had known 1t, And 
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And therefore I ſhall ſay no moreto ſuch, 
whoſe converſe with Preventive Purges has 
made thar cuſtom uſeful, and too ſudden a de. 
clining it dangerous, than to adviſe them to 
take heed of whom they Make uſe,and be ſure 
that the So/utive be ſafe, Leſt after they have. 
conſulted roo confident and careleſs Phyſicians, 
they dearly pay che puniſhment of cher folly. | 
I ſay, let them be ſure that the Purge, if they 
mutt baveone, be ſafe, and ſuch that ſhall nor 
hurt them, nor 3n the leaſt impair the Faculties 
and Ferments of the Body. They who give 
other, deſerve ſharp reproof, and whether lear- 
ned or unlearned,want no ignorance in Phyfick. 

Yer would I not- have you think there are 
no Preventives, or means "to preſerve Health 
for the future, for I can aſſure you to the con- 
trary ; onely they are neither Pargatives nor 
Vomitrues, For 1n my opinion, the beſt Pre- 


| ventives, are ſober and moderate Eating and 


Drinking ; keeping a good order for Sleeping, 
Exerciſes, &c. and avoiding too much Seden. 
tarineſs ; ſhunning all Druzkenneſs and Debau- 
chery, and taking care upon ſ.dden or grear 
Heats not to catch cold : As alſo not tobe too 
ftndiow or thoughtful, (both which,or either af - 
chem weakens the Body more chan Labour) bur 
ſomecimes toſlacken the Cords of Intenſe Stu 
dy. 'Tis an excellent way alſo tc prevent Dif- 
eaſes, and more profitable than the beſt Preven- 
nve,

Not forgetting at any cime when your Spirics 
are flag'd and fail, co refreſh and enliven them 
with a moderate cup of Alc, Sack, or ocher 
ous Liquor that agrees wich your Stowach 
and Perſe.

Ir not bein 
ſc}dom that ſuch a Prevention doth weaken the ftren 
and tals, as well as the Purſe ; at leaſt-wiſe it doth. 
them no good, all —_ being conſidered. And fome 
Phyſicians there are who are worthy of blame. in that 
notwithſtanding their own Conſciences, as well as the 
Scripture, tel] Ben The whole have no need of the Phy-: 
fician, and therefore want no Phylick : Yet will, 'in 
hopes of an Azgel, be perſwading the Healthy to: take: 


- their Preventive Doſes, wheu ſome of them themſelves 


would not take them were they hired to-do it, buta 
cup of good Ale or Sack ſhall lupply its place.-. 

Alfo 'tis worthy of norte, that it at any time a Perſom 
is Sick,and by the Phyſicians order a Medicine brought ; 
if the ſick Party requeſt him io prove the innocency: of 
it, by taking the like quantity he orders ; it is five toone 
if to avoid taking it, he anſwers not, That rhe whole 
have no need of the I hyſictan,or ſomething to the ſame 
effe&, and ſo evade it. Which thing conſidered, 'tis ad- 
mirable the World is ſo agg to be thus bl outof 
their 2ſoneys, Healths, and'\ometimes their Loves,under 
a pretencc of Prevention. Lt being a thing as altogether 
needleſs to converſe with Medicines when we are wellz 
as *tis needful to uſe them, when we are (ick , leſt, be 
the Medicines never ſo uu by too familiarly taking 
and making them daily Food, as it were they prove not 
Medicinal when occaſion requircs.
